On December- 3 lst, 195 1 *-, the "U. S. News And World Report” published in full 
a document p u rp orting to be a ’’staff report” of the "House Committee on Un- 
American Activities'* of Congress on "neo-Fascist and Hate Groups", This "staff re- 
port", on page 9, cites me as a "would be" candidate for Congress in the "Summer of 
1953" from New Xork of a group called the "National Renaissance Party".* 

There were no Congressional elections in the year and district specified 
by the "staff report"* In the "Summer of 1953", X was still a voting resident of the 
State of New Jersey and ineligible as a Congressional candidate from New York. The 
"National Renaissance Party" is, according to my information, primarily a letterhead 
organization • It is not a legal political party in New York State , or any other 
state,, has never been on any ballot, nor has it ever entered candidates, nor is it 
chartered nor incorporated. Aside from the question of whether or not this organiza- 
tion numbers more than a dozen persons, it is an absurdity for any Congressional 
Committee to label it as "subversive" since it does not even appear, at this veny 
moment, on the Att orney -General 1 s list of "subversive organizations". 

X am not now, nor have I ever been, a member of, or in any way affiliated 
with this "National Renaissance Party", and I did not consent to be the candidate of 
any such group in any election whatsoever. 

The "American Committee for the Advancement of Western Culture", of which 
X am cited in the "staff report" as "national director", was, for 'a few months 
during 1953 , a considered project of mine but it was unf ortunately never activated. 

No letterhead was printed. The organization was never finally completed, and no 
bulletins or press releases were made. 

On August 25 , 1953, X made a public statement which stressed my non- 
affiliation with the NRP and my dissention from its stated aims. This statement was 
cited in the press and made available to government agencies . In a series of 
articles published in the New York monthly newspaper "EXPOSE" (225 Dafayette Street, 
New York City 12), during August, September, October and November of 195^, this fact 
was again cited, and X further submitted evidence that the NRP had become, during the 
period covered by the "staff report", the plaything of specific pressure groups 
which are interested in fostering "hate" and "anti-Semitism" for the purpose of 
scaring their co-religionists into heavy financial contributions . Most of the acts 
and statements of the NRP, found objectionable by the House Committee, were perpe- 
trated by paid employees of these pressure groups, named in my articles; one of these 
employees (as published by EXPOSlk) was an admitted Communist. 

On January 7 th, 1955, my attorney made a formal protest in my behalf 
to former Committee Chairman Velde, with copies to other pertinent officials. If 
satisfaction is not received, additional measures will be taken against the perpe- 
trators of the "staff report" . 

-.The House Committee pn Un-American Activities has either been swindled or 
it is in itself a swindler. The "staff report" has the effect of diverting attention 
from Communist activities in the U* S. by creating the myth of a "neo -Fascist" menace 
of equal proportion. The fact that no public hearings were held by the Committee 
prior to the release of the "report", a complete departure from established procedure, 
is in itself indicative of the intent. Public hearings would have disclosed that, 
from beginning to end, the "facts" cited in the "staff report" are either grave 
distortions or outright lies (For example, the Committee would be hard-pressed to 
produce George Thomas Adams, cited on page 12 with a quoted "statement" from this 
non-existant man; some of the persons cited in the "staff report" do not exist). 

Public hearings would also have placed the responsibility for "hate" within the 
U. S. exactly where it belongs. The American People are entitled to public hearings 
on this issue, and the personalities cited in the "staff report" are entitled to the 
same distribution, at taxpayers* expense, of their rebuttal that the Committee on 
Un-American Activities has utilized with its "staff report" on "Neo-Faocist and Hate

In connection with the release of the major German war 
criminal Admiral Doenitz, the Society recently received through 
the U.S* mails a declaration of greetings to him, signed by 
H. Keith Thompson and George Sylvester Viereck. We are enclos-

Speech of Hon. Arthur G. Klein of New York in the House of Representatives Sept. 14, 1949 


Mr. KLEIN. Mr. Speaker, I am insert- 
ing, under unanimous consent, the text 
of a statement which I have released to 
the press and with it the text of an article 
soon to be published in the September- 
October issue, No. 31, of the magazine, 
Prevent World War III, which is the of- 
ficial organ of the Society for the Pre- 
vention of World War III. 

This article opens up to view the ter- 
rifying vision of a military allianfce be- 
tween a renascent supemationalist Ger- 
many and Russia, leading to ultimate 
world empire by a ruthless authori- 
tarianism having the worst features of 
nazism, fascism, and communism, un- 
mitigated by any humanitarian feeling. 

America must be on the alert against 
this danger. 

Americans must realize that in our 
government' of ‘democratic processes, of 
recognition of the dignity of the indi- 
vidual, our safety lies in making democ- 
racy work in the tradition of Jefferson 
and Jackson, of Lincoln, and Wilson, and 
Roosevelt. 

More and more democracy, as em- 
bodied in the legislative program of 
President Truman, is the American an- 
swer to the cowardly and materialistic 
philosophy of Hitler and his successors. 
In a truly democratic world, in a world . 
of freedom, there will be no fear and the 
threat of un-American isms will have no 
soil in which to take root and flourish.

less openly that they believe the future of 
the Reich can be secured only by close cooper- 
ation and alliance with the Soviet Union. 
In the pages of Prevent World War III, we 
have frequently pointed to the growing pro- 
eastern orientation of leading German diplo- 
mats, political leaders, military men, intellec- 
tuals, and industrialists. In our previous 
issue, we explained in detail the trend to- 
ward a new Rapallo, a repeat performance of 
the Russo-German Pact signed at Rapallo In 
1922. 

The political and ideological concept that 
Germany must ally with the East against 
the West is a very old and deeply rooted tra- 
dition of German foreign policy. It played 
a great role In Frederick the Great’s diplo- 
matic schemes 200 years ago; it dominated 
the Iron Chancellor Bismarck’s policy during 
the second part of the last century, and It 
again became a leitmotif of the Pan-German 
policymakers of the Weimar Republic. 

Main supporter of the idea of an eastern 
orientation for Germany at that time was 
Reichswehr Minister General Hans von Seeckt 
who laid, the groundwork in building up the 
modern German Army. Seeckt sent to Soviet 
Russia a great number of German officers who 
could not find places in the Reichswehr, not 
only to be trained on Russian soil but also 
to train the Soviet army. ■ 

Von Seeckt’s helpers were Count Brock 
dorff-Rantzau, the first Foreign Minister of 
the Weimar Republic, who later became Ger- 
man Ambassador to Moscow; Count von 
Mnltzahn, a very influential diplomat, and 
the geopolitician, Gen. Karl Haushofer. 

The Idea of approaching Soviet Russia 
came up immediately after Germany’s de- 
feat in the First World War, and significantly 
it originated in the minds of the Prussian 
militarists. We know today what happened 
in the first years of the Weimar Republic. 
We know that Soviet Russia greatly helped 
the rearmament of vanquished Germany 
after 1918.

The Congressional Committee related that "follow- 
ing the execution of atomic spies ETHEL and JULIUS ROSENBERG in June 1953, 
the Communist campaign. assumed a different emphasis.

MHO IS THOMPSON? 

H. KEITH THOMPSON, JR. was born in Orange, New Jersey in 1922. He 
attended Drew University and graduated from Yale University in 1946. THOMPSON 
was in the United States Navy during World War II and served aboard the flag- 
ship of the Byrd Antarctic Expedition as a communications officer in 1946 and 
1947. In 1952, THOMPSON registered with the United States Department of Justice 
as a foreign agent for the Sozialistische Reichspartei (Socialist Reich Party), 
a "post war new-style Nazi Organization" in West Germany, now banned by the German 
Government. (See "The Washington Post," 9-22-52, page 6; Report, Foreign Agents 
Registration Act of 1938, As Amended, 1950-1954, pages 74 and 195; "Cross Currents, 
1956, pages 204-206; and HUAC, Neo-Fascist and Hate Groups, 1954, page 9.) 

According to the registration statement, THOMPSON was listed as pub- 
licity agent, public relations counsel, fund raiser and "sole agent and repre- 
sentative" of the Socialist Reich Party, which formally disbanded on September 
12, 1952. He has claimed that he is working for the release of 1,045 former 
German military personnel who have been sentenced as war criminals; and has made 
a statement to the effect that if HERMAN GOERING were still alive and in prison, 
THOMPSON would also work for his release. In recent years, he has been listed 
as a director of the American Committee For The Advancement of Western Culture 
and a member of the "one-man" Committee For The Freedom of Major General Remer, 
a former Hitler supporter.

v /ZELLERBACH was identified as a 1947 member' of the Board of Trustees of the 
^ J^flnstitute of Pacific Relations, who voted against KOHLBERG 's resolution calling 
/ ^for an investigation of Communist influence in the Institute of Pacific Re- 
fi lations. (See Internal Security Subcommittee, Hearings On The Institute of 
Pacific Relations, Part 14, 1952, page 4944.) 

After a very thorough probe of this organization, the Senate Internal 
Security Subcommittee reported in 1952 that the Institute of Pacific Relations 
"has been considered by the American Communist Party and by Soviet officials 
as an instrument of Communist policy, propaganda and military intelligence.” 

As far back as 1948, the Institute was cited as a Communist front by the Senate 
Fact-Finding Committee On Un-American Activities of the California Legislature. 

(See Internal Security Subcommittee, Report, Institute of Pacific Relations, 

1952, page 223; and HUAC, Guide to Subversive Organizations and Publications In 
The United States, 1951, page 16.) 

Since 1947, Legionnaires in the Department of California have attempted 
to secure the removal of certain. un-American murals displayed in the lobby of 
the Rincon Annex of the San Francisco Post Office Building. The Department of 
California charged that the murals did not "truly depict the romance and glory 
of early California history" but did "cast a most -derogatory and improper re- 
flection upon the character of the pioneers; and that other murals are definitely 
--subversive, and designed.. to. spjc.e.ad_C.Qinmunist, prop.aganda^and fend, to pr pmofe^. racial 
hatred and class warfare..." (See Hearings, Rincon Annex Murals-San Francisco, 

No. 83-5, 1953, page 7.) 

The Firing Line of February 15, 1955, page 1, reported that ANTON 
REFREGIER, designer of the murals, had been affiliated with 33 organizations 
and publications cited as subversive and Communist by the United States Attorney 
General and the House Committee On Un-American Activities. As the result of the 
controversy, a hearing was held before the Subcommittee On Public Works, House. of 
Representatives on May 1, 1953, under House Joint Resolution 211. The Resolution, 
which, if adopted, would have required the Administrator of General Services to 
remove the murals from the Post- Office Building. According to the hearings, 
ZELLERBACH was a member of a committee which drafted and signed a statement opposing 
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adoption of House Joint Resolution 211. (See Hearings, Rincon Annex Murals-San 
Francisco, No, 83-5, 1953, pages 1, 77 and 78.) 

In 1954, 2ELLERBACH became involved in an activity of the National Comm- 
ittee For An Effective Congress. He was the signer of a telegram dated July 23, 
1954, based on an appeal of this Committee which was sent to all members of the 
United States Senate. The appeal asked for support of a measure, which, if passed, 
would make any Senator unsafe and subject to censure whenever his activities met 
with disapproval of left-wing groups. The National Committee For An Effective 
Congress was fully exposed in the August 15, 1954 issue of the Firing Line , pages 
5 and 8. (See "Congressional Record," 7-30-54, page 12123.) 

According to a leaflet entitled Platform Policy of United World Federal- 
lists, Inc. , 1954-55, ZELLERBACH was listed as a member of this organization's 
National Advisory Board. He has also been listed as a Director of the Foreign 
Policy Association and a Chairman of the Northern California Branch of the Ameri- 
can Association For The United Nations. From 1945 to 1948, ZELLERBACH served as 
a United States Employer Delegate and Vice Chairman of the Governing Body of the 
United Nations' specialized agency, the International Labor Organization. He 
has also been a Director of the World Affairs Council of Northern California. 

(See "Who's Who In America," Volume 27, 1952-1953, page 2698; Volume 29, 1956- 
1957, pages 2874-2875; and "The Washington Post and Times Herald," 11-25-56, page

On November 20, 1956, The Fund For The Republic, Inc. announced the 
retirement of ZELLERBACH whose three-year term as a member of the Fund's Board 
of Directors had expired. Exposed in many issues of the Firing Line , The Fund 
For The Republic has contributed financially to causes believed by the Legion, to 
be highly questionable, and include projects which attempt to discredit Congress- 
ional Investigating Committees in the field of internal security. The House 
Committee On Un-American Activities has recently conducted investigations con^ 
cerning some of the Fund's projects. (See "New York Herald Tribune," 11-21- 
56, Section 2, page 1.) 

ZELLERBACH has been President of the Crown Zellerbach Corporation of 
San Francisco from 1938 until his resignation from the company in the Fall of 
1956. According to a United States Department of Justice press release of 
November 19, 1956, the Federal Court in Chicago, Illinois entered three anti- 
trust consent judgements successfully terminating restraints of trade in the 
linen supply and paper towel business. The Crown Zellerbach Corporation of San 
Francisco, maker of paper and pulp products, was named as a defendant in one of 
the three cases set forth in the release. (See U. S. Department Of Justice Press 
Release, 11-19-^6; and "The Washington Post and Times Herald," 11-25-56, page A- 
16.)

V.S. Semyonov, Deputy Minister of^ Foreign Affairs of the USSR, on April 
6 received Mr. Guenther Scholl, charge d ' affaires ad interim of the Federal 
Republic of Germany (FRG) in the USSR and' made the following statements 

tt In connection with the appointment of Friedrich Forts ch, the former 
Hitler general and war criminal, to the post of Inspector General (Commander) 
of the Bundeswehr, I have been instructed to state the followings 

‘The .-Federal Government could not but know that Fortsch, while occupying 
leading posts in the Nazi Army, participated in the predatory aggression 
against the Soviet Union and personally was one of the most active organizers 
of the atrocities committed on temporarily-occupied Soviet territory. 

•!£n partiqular, Fortsch is guilty of the crimes perpetrated in connection 
with the siege of Leningrad, when he occupied the post of Chief of Staff of 
the Eighteenth Army, in the mass annihilation of peaceful Soviet citizens and 
war prisoners, in the barbaric destruction of Pskov, Novgorod, Leningrad and 
neighboring Toures as well as many other inhabited localities, in the premedi- 
tated destruction of exceedingly valuable historic and cultural monuments . 

For the crimes perpetrated Fortsch was tried by a military tribunal and sen- 
tenced to 25 years imprisonment. On the decision of the Presidium of the 
USSR Supreme Soviet, Fortsch, together with a number of other German war crim- 
inals, was freed in October 1955 before his term was up and turned. over to 
FRG authorities.. It should be pointed out that this decision was made fol- 
lowing the intercession of the FRG Government and in the interests of improv- 
ing Soviet-West German relations. At the same time, the attention of the FRG 
Government was especially drawn to the fact that the Soviet side considered 
and turned over the abovementioned persons, including Fortsch, as war crimin- 
als who had committed capital crimes against peace and humanity. 

"The Federal Government, which time and again declared its desire to put 
an end to the disgraceful past of fascist Germany, obviously should have 
taken measures so that Fortsch and criminals of his ilk, who directly carried 
out the brigandage plans of nazi aggression and who drowned the countries of 
Europe in blood, would never be in a position of regaining their former in- 
fluence in the FRG and again receiving arms. And if the FRG Government at 
present, nevertheless, finds it possible to appoint war criminal .Fortsch to 
the post of Inspector General of the Bundeswehr, then this cannot be regarded 
otherwise than as a defiant, unfriendly act toward the Soviet Union as well 
as the other countries of Europe which were subjected to aggression by Hitler 
Germany. 11

"On behalf of the Executive Board of the ACAWC, I 
have been asked to extend you the hearty invitation to join 
our committee in any of the following capacities (1) Execu- 
tive Staff (2) Advisory Staff (3) Sponsor.

WEISS is reported to have said that the USSR would 
look favorably on Nazism for Europe, in view of the USSR's 
anti-Semitic policy, , An Arab in New York City, was said to 
be cooperative with the ACAWC, T-l stated that WEISS is the 
sparkplug behind THOMPSON in the ACAWC movement, and furnished 
a copy of a lotter from PETER L. XAVIER, author and lecturer, 
Dayton, Ohio, which letter was dated -March 3, 1953, and ad- 
dressed to FREDERICK C. F. WEISS, which, in part, is set out 
below: 


"The other day I received a letter from H. KEITH 
THOMPSON of Chatham, New Jersey, formerly Foreign Agent of 
the Socialist Reich Party of Germany. He says that you,

T-l advised on March 6, 1953s 'that the Committee for 
the Freedom of Major General Remer and the Committee for In- 
ternational Justice, which THOMPSON has been operating for 
the past six months, are definitely defunct. . T-l statod that 
THOMPSON, however, is continuing his work among the German 
people on behalf of the Gorman war criminals, and will continue 
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to do so under this organization. This informant stated that 
THOMPSON was presently attempting to organize the ACAWC. 

The informant further advised that THOMPSON spoke at a meeting 
of the NRP , which meeting was held on February 26 , 1953? in 
Yorkville, Now York. T-l described the NRP as an anti-Semitic, 
pro -German group, the leader of which was JAMES MADOLE, It 
was at this meeting that THOMPSON related his story concerning 
his being an Agent for the Socialist Reich Party and the sub- 
sequent attacks on him by the press and the American Jewish 
Committee. He stated that he believed that HITLER was an 
excellent 'man, and proceodod to outline the plan for his 
new group, the ACAWC.

SYNOPSIS OF FACTS: 


Confidential Informant states the American Committee for the 
Advancement of Western Culture was a .proposed cultural group 
whose organizer, HAROLD KEITH THOMPSON, JR., was a_ former 
registered foreign agent for the Socialist -Reich Party of 
Germany. THOMPSON attempted to form this committee in February 
1953 as a cultural society with a tentative list of officers 
including persons throughout the United States who are prominent 
in National Socialism. THOMPSON discontinued his efforts in 
August 1953 and this organization never became opdtrative. 

THOMPSON became disillusioned concerning this group when .. 
persons attempted to gain control of the subject organization .for 
their own purposes. Background information relating to THOMPSON 
and his activities in the Committee for Freedom of General Reiner 
and the Committee for International Justice is set ou.^. \ •Infor- 
mation regarding THOMPSON’S association with other lea,d6r^in 
| Neo-Nazi activity is set out.

DETAILS : 

A. ATTEMPTED FORMATION OF THE AMERICAN COMMITTEE FOR 
THE ADVANCEMENT OF WESTERN CULTURE 

The American Committee for the Advancement of 


Western Culture will be referred to hereinafter in this report 
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T-l, of unknown reliability, but who* is well 
acquainted with HAROLD KEITH THOMPSON, JR, and his activities, 
gave the following information during September 1953 concerning 
the subject organization: 

This informant stated that the ACAWGL was a 
brainchild of HAROLD KEITH THOMPSON, JR., who had been a 
registered foreign agent for the Socialist Reich Party in Germany 
from July 1952 to December 1952, when his registration was dis- 
continued because the Socialist Reich Party of Germany was 
outlawed. He stated that THOMPSON began an attempt at formUT 
iating the Cultural Committee, in February 1953 > which was 
intended to be a society for the advancement of literature, 
art,, and music. He stated that THOMPSON had been in contact 
with persons throughout the United States and Europe in 
connection with his work in National Socialism and proposed 
to use these various acquaintances as officers and sponsors 
of this cultural group. 

The informant stated that THOMPSON alleged that 
the committee was to perform no political function and was 
to be completely separate from any political activity that 
its members might be engaged in. He stated that THOMPSON 
had stated that the idea was entirely his own and that no 
one had urged him or financed him in the attempt to form the 
subject organization, He stated that THOMPSON had done a 
great ddal of correspondence and had held individual 
meetings with various individuals toward setting up this 
group but that there never had been any actual functioning 
of the' group and it never wont beyond the planning stage. 

The informant stated that in August 1953 
THOMPSON discontinued all his efforts toward the organization 
of this committee and stated that his reason in doing so 
was that he had become disillusioned over .attempts by cer- 
tain of his associates to gain control of the committee for 
their own purposes. According to the informant, THOMPSON 
had stated that in particular FREDERICK WEISS had exerted a

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great deal of pressure in an effort to utilize the committee, 
for political activity, as well as dissemination of anti-Sem itic 
propaganda. He said that THOMPSON* upon realizing that, he 
could not organize a committee independent of political 
activity decided to completely remove himself from his former 
associates and activities in National Socialism. 

This informant added that on August 25; 1953, 
THOMPSON issued a press release addressed to the press, his 
political friends and enemies, and his correspondents; setting 
out his past activities in behalf of the Committee for 
Freedom of Goneral a error and the Committee for International 
Justice, as well as the ACAWC. His statement concerning the 
ACAWC is set out as follows; 

“in February 1953 I supervised the formation 
of the- ACAWC* which was to be a cultural group dedicated 
to ‘the advancement of the traditional culture of our -Western 
world against the inroads of Communism and other alien cultures* » 
After several months of delicate negotiations a National Staff 
and an International Advisory Staff were provisionally formed* 
However; I was unable to gain adequate confidence in the key 
members of the American staff, and' it became impossible to 
reconcile the presently diverging, views of these prospective 
members, even in an hour of crisis* I found myself con- 
tinuously pressured from all sides to convert the Committee 
into an anti-Semitic pressure group. This was contrary to •' 
the purpose of the Committee and, in my considered judgment; 
would have destroyed its effectiveness from the very begin- 
ning. In addition; the high caliber Advisory Staff on world 
affairs included prominent figures, members - of Parliament; 
judges, publishers, generals, noblemen; etc. My responsibility 
to them was such that I could not permit the use of their 
names by an American group in which I had insufficient con- 
fidence; It became evident -to, me that the so called ‘American 
Nationalists* are in the main petty people lost in personal 
feuds and utterly incapable of unity or cooperation. Many 
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are fine, well meaning people. Many are not. In too many 
cases, these people were merely interested in pressuring 
various anti-religious and anti-racial crusades and, while 
they have every right so to do, I was determined that the 
Committee would not. become merely an outlet for such ideas 9 
And so, the ACAWC, its organization never finally completed 
and no policies or releases having been issued, was finally 
dissolved by me in June 1953* I feel that this action was 
entirely justifiable and that no other course was open to me,” 


T-l stated that the following is a tentative 
list of officers of the proposed organization and added that 
these were persons whom THOMPSON had correspondend with con- 
cerning National Socialism and that all persons on the list 
had indicated a willingness to serve in some official capacity 
in the proposed organization.

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T-2, of known reliability, stated in October 1953 
that the ACAWC had never functioned as an organization and that 
it was evident from THOMPSON’S press release and his subse- 
quent disassociation with individuals in Neo-Nazi activities 
that it would never become an active organization. 

B. BACKGROUND OF HAROLD KEITH THOMPSON. JR . 

. . ^-1 furnished the following background informa- 

tion concerning HAROLD KEITH THOMPSON, JH: 

He stated that THOMPSON was born September 1?, 
Orange, New Jersey, and that his father was HAROLD. 
THOMPSON and his mother was CAROLINE THOMPSON and that he had 
one sister, ELIZABETH, age 27. He said that THOMPSON’S family 
reside at 380 Main Street, Chatham, New Jersey, and that 
THOMPSON had resided there with them until recently, when he 
took an apartment at 433 East 82nd Street, New York City.

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The informant stated that THOMPSON graduated 
from Columbia High School, South Orange, New Jersey, in 1940 
and attended New York University night school from June 1940 
through June _ 1942. He stated that THOMPSON entered the United 
States Navy in June 1942 as an Apprentice Seaman and attended 
Drew University, Madison, New Jersey, in 1943, and Yale 
University, New Haven, Connecticut, 1944 through 1946, as 
part of his training in the Navy, He stated that THOMPSON'S 
Navy Number was 482931 and he was ccramisioned in February 1946* 
He stated that THOMPSON was assigned sea duty during 1946 
and in May 1947 was selected to accompany Admiral BYRD’S ex- 
pedition to the Antartic, In December 1947, THOMPSON resigned 
his Navy commission to accept a Second Lieutenant Commission 
in i;he Marine Corps. 

According to the informant, in the fall of 
1948 THOMPSON was charge,d with Violations of Conduct and 
placed under technical arrest, He stated that THOMPSON 
was subsequently tried on these charges and dismissed from 
the Marine Corps in Jme 1950, 

This informant stated that THOMPSON had the 
following employments:

The informant stated that this latter firm 
was THOMPSON'S father's business, which was engaged in 
commercial printing. 
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Concerning THOMPSON ‘S political activities, 
the informant stated the following: He stated that as a 

youth THOMPSON had been interested in German History and had 
corresponded’ with many persons in Europe prior to World War 
II. He stated that THOMPSON had taken an interest in politics 
early in life and had been active in the ROOSEVELT campaigns 
of 1940 and 1944* He stated that in 1945 THOMPSON had become 
interested in HENRY WALLACE and had campaigned for him while 
a student at Yale University. He stated that THOMPSON had 
known many members of the Progressive Party of New Jersey 
socially before he entered the service and that after his 
activities on behalf of WALLACE he was certified as a 
candidate .of the Progressive Party for Assemblyman in the 
1946 election but that he withdrew from this because of his 
being still in the Armed Services. 


The informant stated that THOMPSON broke with 
the Progressive Party in August 1950 and has had no connection 
with it since that time* He stated that THOMPSON actively 
campaigned for VITO MARCANTONIO in the fall election, 1950, 
but that he was not a member of the American Labor Party and 
was only interested in MARCANT0NI0 as a person. He stated 
that THOMPSON wrote many of MARCANTONIO »S political speeches* 


The informant stated that THOMPSON, because 
of his interest in German History, took an interest in the 
War Crime- Trials in Germany subsequent to World War II and 
became incensed at the injustices perpetrated in certain of 
these trials. He began corresponding with certain of these 
prisoners and decided to make an effort to obtain their 
release. In March 1952 he formed a Committee for the 
Freedom of Major General Remer and the Committee for 
International Justice. 


Shortly after this he began to correspond 
with Dr. DORLS, President of the Socialist Reich Party in 
Germany and became a registered foreign agent for that party 
in July 1952* The informant stated that THOMPSON received 
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no funds for his work in connection with this party and his 
activities were restricted to disseminating press releases 
favorable to these war criminals and the Socialist Reich 
Party, as well as urging persons in the United States to 
send food parcels to the imprisoned war criminals and their 
families# He stated that THOMPSON terminated his regis- 
tration in December 1952 as the Socialist Reich Party was 
outlawed in Germany, and that the Committee- for International 
Justice and the Committee for the Freedom of John Remer were 
likewise terminated at this time* 

The informant stated that THOMPSON had not 
been affiliated with any other German- American groups but 
that he had made speeches at various meetings of the Voters 
Alliance for- Americans of German Ancestry, and the National 
Renaissance Party. He stated that THOMPSON spoke at these 
meetings at the request of his associates in the Neo-Nazi 
activities, inasmuch as he had attained considerable notoriety 
and his appearance with these groups tended to aid them in 
obtaining publicity. The informant stated that since August 
1953 THOMPSON has completely disassociated himself with 
all Neo-Nazi elements and he believed' it was THOMPSON'S 
intention to avoid any further political activity. 

C. ASSOCIATES OF HAROLD KEITH THOMPSON, JR .

Senator McCarthy was to be'the featured speaker aft 
the American-German Friendship Rally. 

The approach to him was made by Baron W. F. BlomU 
berg*, Boston socialite, friend of European royalty and did - 
i bant, relative of Field Marshal Von Blomberg; -Hitler%; 
•Minister of War. 


The McCarthy commitment had 
been firm enough to cause th| 
printing and distribution of cir- 
culars advertising his appearance 
at the rally. 

This was a strategic error. 

As I explained in installment 
one, the local left-wing papers' 
immediately leaped in to attack 
the Senator. 

McCarthy had been promised 
$600 for his appearance. 

As the newspaper publicity 
mounted, Senator Joe decided to 
take a powder. 1 

Fortunately, his withdrawal 
was not by way of denouncing 
us. Through his secretary,* Mrsi 
Driscoll, he let it be known thajt 






he'd “decided not to appear” be-jf 
scause of “a conflict in engage-jj 
|ments.” He “felt more bound” tcj 
attend a rally of young Republi-jO 
[cans in ' Racine, -Wisconsin, on ; 
'that date. j 

I admire much ^about McCarthy, j 
particularly his stand on war \ 
crimes. I would have admired him 
more if he'd kept his promise to 
speak that evening for German- 
American friendship. 

As it was, the meeting was a 
crowning success, even without 
Senator McCarthy. This, despite 
i pickets, unfavorable publicity, 
and pressure brought to bear on 
the owner of the hall. It was Ed- 
ward Fleckenstein's most impor- 
tant accomplishment. \ 

In addition to Fleckenstein, the “ 
speakers included Henry C. Pur-; 
stenwalde, former U.S. Embassy* 
official 'in Berlin; Professor Aus- 
tin. J. App' of LaSalle College, ■ 
specialist on the .“war crimes” - 
' trials and officer of the active 
. Federation of American Citizens 
of German Descent; Dr. Ludwig 
A. Pritsch, Lutheran minister, 
author of Crime of Our Age and > 
other books in support of the 
struggle to preserve Christianity 
and the White Race; and Father 
Emmanuel J. Reichenberger, dis- 
tinguished Catholic expert on the 
East German expellee problem. 

I was floor manager. I had a 
good opportunity to observe the 
crowd. This was the first time 
since World War II that sueh an 
audience had been assembled. 

But a meeting is a meeting, 
and after one, too many who at- 
tend them then go about their 
usual business and pay little 
heed to the cause until the next 
meeting. 

I had work to do. My Commit- 
tee For International Justice and 
my Committee for the Freedom 
of Major General Reiner were 
making progress. I ground out 

I mblicity releases, saw that thejk 
rere distributed thru the propel' 
hannels.

In Germany, 'the situation had 
grown worse. There were daily 
assaults against the liberties ofj 
the leadership - of ' the Socialist 
Reich Party. ; 

The Bonn regime instituted a 
ban, against the SRP’S , splendid 
paper, Deutsche 'Opposition . This 
was the newspaper edited by my 
friend, Dr. Gerhard Kruger, to 
give the" party a chance to express 
its views and advance its consti- 
tutional program. 

There were petty persecutions’ 
against 'all persons active in the 
SRP. Left without any opportu 
][ity to speak inside Germany, th : 
SRP leadership asked me to as - 
ume the post of U.S. Agent, pulii* 


c relations counsel and leg; 
jide.. This I did. - 
Having been duly appointed h 
_r. Doris, the SRP President, ixj 
registered with the Department! 
of Justice as -the agent of the] 
Socialist Reich Party, as- well as| 
the agent ofDie Andere Seite t 4

“SRP Organ,” which it was not.^ 
In this matter the Berlin Cour-~ 
ier y influential German- news4 
paper, spearheaded the attack. II 
fought this smear vigorously, and‘ 
Bonn was unable to effectively^ 
silence Die Andere Seite . * 

As SRP agent, ^and acting, asi 
President of the American Voters 
Union, a subsidiary of the Voters- 
Alliance, I journeyed to* the Re- 
publican National Convention at! 
Chicago in early summer 1952. 

I drove out with Ed Flecken-, 
stein and others, and we stayed > 
in Chicago with Arthur Koegel, j 
hard-working editor of the Chica- 
go German-language Buergerzei- 1 
tnng. Mr. and Mrs. Koegel were* 
fine, understanding hosts and 
gracefully permitted us to^ pur- 
sue wierd hours. Our week at 
Chicago was a turmoil of work 
in behalf of the Taft candidacy, 
participating in countless demon- 
j Rations, meeting and conferring! 

. with local nationalist leaders, and 
ndeavoring to promote friend- 
jjhip for Germany amongst the, 
assembled delegates. 
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S While there we met Senators r 
)irksen and McCarthy, former t 
Congressman Hamilton Fish and L 
olumnist Westbrook Pegler. AH \ : < 
were very cordial and". made a 
good impression on us. 

We distributed some effective 
leaflets of our own. Some of them 
jwere so effective that one of our 
men was hunted by police within 
the convention hall for purposes 
of ejection. The cause — a circular, 
published under my. name -as Pres- 
ident of the American Union," 
bearing the slogan “Fumigate, the 
Ike Roaches.” * - . - - 

This was seized upon 'by the 
commie -line Daily Compass as* 
evidence of “anti-Semitism.”- This * 
newspaper also had something to 4 
say about the activities* of “for- 
eign agents” at- the Republican 
National Convention. ■ 

Actually, I had duly informed 
the Department of Justice of my* 
presence at Chicago, and notified 
them that I was there not as the ■ 
SRP Agent, but as President of 
} one American political group, and 
• as- a member of Fleckenstein-'s 
Voters Alliance Staff. 


While in Chicago, we also had 
i chance to confer with numerous 
German-American leaders, includ- 
ing Leonard Enders of the Abend- 
Post . Arthur Koegel was able to 
introduce Viereck* at a meeting 
of the Germania Club, which was 
most successful. 

I returned from Chicago to 
find myself in the midst of a pub- 
licity campaign against me .on an 
international scale. The worst was 
yet to come, but the press activity 
had started. Time magazine had 
run a bit about me, my protest 
■against the treatment .of ’.Admiral 
Doenitz and the other Spandau 
prisoners. I was able to work in 
a plug for Remer also. The Time. 
publicity started quite a" fuss.. 
•Hundreds of a letters poured in. 

Now the fun was beginning. 

Agents for the professional 
Jewish “defense groups” were on 
my trail .within a few* days aftec 
the first nationwide publicity.

In my political activities ~I have come to know mti-

These peo- 
ple have been my friends and they are no less so tod 

Why tell my story ? ; 

Ifty associates, friends and at- 
torneys have advised against it. 

T% say it will only mean more 
trouble for me, more attacks 
from the pressure groups, more 
adverse publicity. But I am used 
to this. 

I feel compelled to write be- 
cause I have discovered very 
clearly ’that there is a plan by 
the Communists to infiltrate ,and 
control the ‘Nationalist groups of 
; the extreme Right Wing. 

The facts which I have uncov- 
' ere< * * n two years of investigation 
concerning the Communist con- 
spiracy are alarming, but there 
.is still time for my friends on 
, the Right to heed this warning 
and to expel from their ranks 
those persons- advocating a di- 
rect or indirect policy of col- 
laboration with the Soviets. 

Why do I write for Expose ? 

The answer . is a simple one. 

This newspaper has attacked my 
P^pical 'Activities, -hence it can- 
ned be said that it is at ail sym- 
pathetic to my views. Yet, Ex- 
pose seems to follow nobody's 
line. Its editors have agreed to 
permit me to tell my story in my 
own words, subject only to the 
laws, of libel and documentation, 

I have furnished documentation 
to the editors whenever asked to 
do so. 

Particularly since June of 1952, 
when I registered with the De- 
partment of Justice as the U. S.

Any crime which could .be com- 
mitted by an American soldier is 
set forth in the Code of Military 
Justice, and it is cognizable by 
an American military court. Any 
conduct not precisely described 
in this Code as criminal cannot

The soldier knows these crimes 
in advance, and he knows the 
nature of the tribunal to which 
he will be responsible. 

The substantive and adjective 
law by which he will be tried is 
j codified and he has the right to

Thereafter, Remer, promoted 
to Colonel by Hitler, served with 
distinction on the Russian front, 
where he was wounded in action 
nine times by the Communists, 
He was promoted in action to 
the rank of Major General. 

As head of the' postwar SRP, 
Remer and his family were sub- 
jected to every manner of per- 
secution. In 1951, he had been 
sentenced to 4 months in prison 
for “libelling” West German cab- 
inet officers (i.e. to criticize is to 
“libel” in Adenauer's Germany), 
and was thereafter banned from 
public speaking in various parts 
of Germany.

In 1950, Fleckenstein partici-

$200 and $300 for a proposed 
trip through the Southern Unit- 
ed States.
